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Shiloh Not Included in COG Report 


Richardson Mayor Not Involved in Plan Preparation

C o n tra ry 
to 
p o p u lar 
opinion prevalent in Plano, 
the Shiloh Airport has not 
been endorsed by the North 
Central Texas Council of 
G o v e rn m e n ts 
A irp o rt 
System Plano. 
The plan m erely indicates 
that an airport is needed in 
the southern portion of Collin 
County, according to Bob 
H eath, 
NCTCOG 
Air 
T ransportation Planner. He 
stressed that where such an 
airport would be placed is up 
to the local governm ental 
units involved. 
He presented a sum m ary 
of the initial plan to area 
elected oficials Wednesday 
prior to general m eeting of 
NCTCOG in Arlington. This 
presentation is available to 
interested citizen groups at 
no charge by contacting the 
NCTCOG office. 
Plano councilpersons Bob 
Ellis and 
Louise 
Sherrill 
attended the meeting. Ellis 
read a resolution opposing 
Shiloh Airport passed by the 


council Monday and showed 
a transparancy indicating 
that the landing approach to 
Shiloh would threaten an 
existing elem entary school 
and proposed junior high 
school. 
Ellis pointed out that the 
city council had expressed 
opposition 
to 
the 
airport 
twice and that the school 
board had also passed a 
resolution opposing Shiloh. 
He added that copies of the 
resolution would be sent to 
various other governm ental 
officials and agencies. 
“ NCTCOG 
is 
not 
reco m m en d in g a sp ecific 
site for any airport,” Heath 
said following the presen­ 
tation. “The plan indicates 
the general area in which an 
airport is needed. The next 
step for those interested in 
having an airport in the 
areas indicated by the plan 
is to prepare a m aster plan. 
“ The 
m a ste r 
plan 
develops a specific site,” he 
explained. “ Of course, one 
consideration in the m aster 
plan 
would 
be 
ex istin g 
facilities. 
By 
using 
an 


existing airport, costs could 
be reduced, but there are 
other factors involved such 
as the relative accessability 
to 
the 
area 
served, 
en­ 
v iro n m en tal im p a ct, a ir 
space and ground access.” 
H eath noted th a t only 
citie s 
or 
co unties 
a re 
au th o rized to develop a 
public airport. 
The 
com ­ 
munity or county wishing to 
provide such a service can 
contract with other cities or 
counties to help finance the 
facility, 
he 
added. 
NCT­ 
COG’s role is as an advisor, 
he stressed, and it has no 
active part in the develop­ 
ment of an airport. 


Noah’s Role Minor 


A nother 
theory 
being 
spread about the NCTCOG 
plan is th a t R ichardson 
Mayor Raymond D. Noah is 
responsible for the inclusion 
of Shiloh in the plan. 
“The m ayor of Richardson 
somehow got appointed as 
c h a irm a n 
of 
the 
Nor*h 
Central Texas Council of 
Governments 
‘T ransport­ 


ation Com ittee,’” reads a 
flyer distributed by Neigh­ 
bors Involved in Community 
Environm ent (NICE). 
“ In 
spite of the fact that the City 
of Plano AND the Plano 
Independent School District 
trustees, 
AND SEVERAL 
citizen s 
groups 
O F ­ 
FIC IA LLY 
opposed 
the 
enlargem ent of Shiloh Field 
to adm it jet traffic. The 
m ayor of Richardson and his 
‘com m ittee’ are about 
to 
com e in the back door and 
attem pt to sneak the airport 
in on you again.” (em phasis 
is that of NICE.) 
Heath stressed that the 
plan was prepared under his 
direction by the consulting 
firm of Landrum and Brown 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, a sub­ 
sidiary of Booz, Allen and 
Hamilton. 
The 
plan 
was 
begun in 1972 and Noah was 
not elected chairm an of the 
transportation 
com m ittee 
until February of this year. 
The plan was substantially 
com plete by this tim e, Heath 
said, and added that Noah 
had no technical input in the 
p lan . 
The 
plan 
w as 


presented to the com m ittee 
in its com pleted form 
This 
plan 
is 
being 
distributed to local officials 
for co m m en t, and a fte r 
co m pilation 
and 
co n ­ 
sideration of these rem arks, 
a final plan will be issued 
som etim e in the Fall. 


Two Airports Seen 


The 
p re lim in a ry 
plan 
recom m ends a basic tran ­ 
sport airport in the vicinity 
of McKinney as well as the 
general utility airport in the 
southern portion of Collin 
County to satisfy a predicted 
dem and of 33,000 operations 
by 1990. 
A general utility airport is 
defined as an airport with 
paved 
runw ays 
of 
a p ­ 
proxim ately 4,000 feet and 
capable of handling non-jet 
a irc ra ft w ith w eights of 
12,500 pounds. The recom ­ 
mended airport in southern 
Collin 
County 
has 
two 
runways proposed. NCTCOG 
p la n n ers 
have 
re c o m ­ 
mended that it be placed in 
the 
Plano-Wylie-Garland-

She explained if 
there was one noticeable 
difference between the two 
young nationalists it would 
be in the realm of durgs 
which she feels are used to a 
greater extent here than in 
her country. 
An only child, she told m e 
both of her parents work in 
factories. Her m other has 
been a factory employee 
since she was 16 years of 
age. She was not too eager to 
have her only child come to 
America and be away for a 
whole 
year, 
but 
friends 
convinced her that the ex­ 
perience would be good for 
Julia. 
Julia who celebrated her 
19th birthday on June 5, said 
she is looking forward to 
returning to her home, but 
that she also would be sad to 
leav e 
h er 
friends 
in 
America. 
Future plans for Julia call 
for college and she hopes to 
become a teacher. 
I asked her if she felt 
young Americans have more 
freedom 
than 
her 
con- 
tem pories in Yugoslavia and 
she explained that based on 
an economic level it seem ed 
to her to be about the sam e. 
One difference she has 
found 
is 
th a t 
w here 
American young people can 
acquire d riv er’s licenses at 
age 16, Yugoslavian youth 
m ust wait until they are 18. 
However, they are eligible to 
vote at age 18 just as here. 
The city where Julie lives 
is large and the contrast she 
m ade between it and Plano 
w as the lack of 
public 
transportation here, which 
she finds m akes it difficult to 
get around if one does not 
h ave 
access 
to 
an 
automobile. 
She has enjoyed her life in 
Texas and said she will 
return hom e with a broader 
understanding of a country 
other than her own, which 
m ay help her to be a better 
citizen in her own land. 


Richardson vicinity 
The basic transport a ir­ 
port is defined as an airport 
with 6.000 foot paved run­ 
ways capable of handling 
business 
jet 
traffic. 
The 
report recom m ends that a 
g en eral 
u tility 
field 
be 
constructed in the McKinney 
area in 1975-80 and that it be 
expanded to a basic tra n ­ 
sport airport in 1981-85. 
The plan recom m ends a 28 
airport system by 1980, 21 of 
which are existing facilities. 
By 1990 the recom m ended 
airport system 
would 
be 
expanded to 30 airports. 


Fields to Disappear 


All but Addison Airport 
would be publicly-ow ned 
facilities, according to the 
plan. The planners assum ed 
that 
all 
privately 
owned 
fields currently in existence 
will disappear by 1990. 
“ The increasing dem and 
for the land as residential, 
com m ercial and industrial 
development with the a t­ 
tendant soaring values of the 
land m akes it difficult to 
predict the longevity,” the 
report said. “This applies 
economic pressure to the 
p riv a te a irp o rt for non­ 
airport purposes. F urther, 
the private airport owner 
has difficulty protecting the 
airport from non-compatible 
land use developm ent unless 
he is willing to invest capital 
in easem ents or outright 
land purchases to provide an 
adequate buffer.” 
Ellis said W ednesday that 
he believes this prem ise is 
the basic fallacy of the plan. 
He said he thought private 
facilities would continue to 
be of b en efit 
to 
Collin 
County. 
The 
$359,100 
A irport 
System Planning Program 
was financed by a Federal 
A viation 
A d m in istratio n 
grant for two-thirds of the 
cost, with the rem aining one- 
third split am ong the NCT 
COG, the Texoma Regional 
Planning Commission, the 
D allas-Fort Worth Regional 
Airport Board, and the Cities 
of Arlington, Dallas, Fort 
W orth, 
G a rla n d , 
G rand 
P ra irie , Irv in g , M esquite 
and Richardson.

Surging prices for m etals 
and 
fuels 
pushed 
the 
wholesale price index up 1.5 
p erc en t 
in 
M ay, 
the 
governm ent said today. The 
increase in wholesale prices, 
however, showed signs of 
tapering off. 
The May index for all 
com m odities was 155, which 
was 16.4 percent above the 
May index a year ago. The 
annual rate of increase was 
the lowest since December 
which showed a year to year 
increase of 15.4 percent. 
The wholesale price index 
is 
a 
useful 
tool 
for 
economists because it in­ 
d ic a te s p rice tre n d s for 


consum ers in the months 
ahead. 
The index for industrial 
com m odities rose 2.7 per­ 
c e n t. 
P ric e s 
for 
farm 
p ro d u cts 
and 
processed 
foods and feeds dropped 1.3 
percent. 
M etals m ade the largest 
contribution to the increase 
in the index for industrial 
co m m o d ities. 
Steel 
m ill 
products rose 7.9 percent but 
there was a decline in iron 
and steel scrap price quotes. 
R e fin e d 
p e tr o le u m 
p ro d c u ts , 
p a r tic u la r ly 
g aso lin e and d istilla te s, 
caused the greater part of 
the rise in the fuels index.

Safety Tips Issued 


Plano Independent School 
District safety coordinator 
Jim 
P o ep p elm eier 
has 
issued a safety rem inder to 
school children and their 
parents concerning bicycle 
safety during the sum m er 
months. 
“The increased popularity 
of bicycling 
in all 
age 
categories has m ade bicycle 
injury rates skyrocket in 
re c e n t 
y e a r s ,” 
P o ep ­ 
p elm eier 
sa id . 
“ The 
N ational 
S afety 
Council 
reports that m ore than 1000 
riders lost their lives in 1973, 
alm ost double the num ber in 
1972.” 
Poeppelm eier also noted 
th a t 
a p p ro x im a te ly 
one 
million injuries occur an ­ 
nually because of bicycle 


a c c id e n ts. 
Studies 
have 
shown that these accidents 
are most likely to occur on 
S a tu rd a y s, 
betw een 
the 
hours of 4 and 6 p.m., during 
the m onths of June, July and 
August and ai intersections. 


“ In 
view 
of 
this 
in ­ 
fo rm a tio n , the follow ing 
hints can be useful to all 
bicycles rid ers,” the safety 
coordinator said. 


Walk bikes across heavily 
traveled intersections. 
Use standard hand signals 
for turns and stop to give 
advance warning of your 
direction to auto traffic. 


Do not overload your bike. 
A lw ays 
rid e 
w ith 
the 
traffic on the right side of the 
road 


WTien riding with others, 
travel in single file. 
Only one passenger per 
seat. 
Obey all traffic laws and 
posted signs. 
“ You can also safeguard 
yourself at the sam e tim e 
that you are safeguarding 
your bicycle by keeping it in 
good working order, locking 
it when you park it, parking 
it in areas where it cannot be 
d am ag ed 
by 
au to s 
or 
eq u ip m en t, 
and 
by 
not 
blocking pedestrian right of 
w ays,”

Do 
A m erica’s 
young 
workers, as a group, get 
their money’s worth from 
social'security? Will they get 
their money’s worth in the 
future? 
The 
answer 
to 
both 
questions is a resounding 
“ Yes,” according to 
Ted 
Hicks, manager of the Social 
Security office in McKinney. 
“ Try to think of social 
security as a large group 
insurance plan covering the 
entire Am erican working 
population,” Hicks stated. 
“ In any large group plan, it’s 
always possible to find in­ 
dividual cases of people who, 
for one reason or another, 
don’t get their money back, 
even though the group as a 
whole does. 
“ For example, if you have 
automobile 
insurance and 
you never had an accident, 
you’d 
probably 
feel 
relieved ,” he continued. 
“ But someone could say that 
you didn't get your ‘money’s 
worth' from your auto in­ 
surance policy because you 
never collected a nickel. 
“ In the same way, it’s 
always possible to find cases 
of workers who don't have 
wives and children and who 
die before retirement age. In 
those cases, it s probably 
true that they could have 
done better on some other 
kind of investment than in 
social 
secu rity," 
Hicks 
conceded. 
“ But ifs also true that the 
vast majority of American 
families will experience one 
or more of the risks against 
which social security insures 
them. And they will get their 
money’s w'orth." he claimed. 
“ Unfortunately, the recent 
articles 
in 
a 
Dallas 
newspaper blurred rather 
than 
elal Hied 
an 
un 
derstanding of what social 
security is all about, 
Hicks 
went on to say, “ so I think 
it’s important to make these 
points: 
-Today’s average young 
worker can expect that when 
he retires the value of his 
social 
security retirement 
check will be greater than 
what he and his employers 
paid 
into 
social 
security 
during his working lifetime. 
-As wages and prices rise 


throughout 
the 
Nation 
during his life, he is assured 
by law that the amount of his 
social security retirement 
check will be kept up to date 
with these increases. When 
he retires, his social security 
check 
will be related 
to 
wages and prices at that 
time, not to today’s wages 
and prices. 
-You 
can’t 
make 
a 
realistic comparison bet­ 
ween social security and a 
private life insurance policy. 
Social security provides a 
package of benefits that goes 
beyond 
any 
private 
in ­ 
surance policy now sold. If 
an insurance company did 
sell such a policy, chances 
are it would be more ex­ 
pensive than social security. 
The reason: social security 
pays out in benefits more 
than 98 cents for every dollar 
of tax contributions it takes 
in.

D EAR PO LLY — Mrs. C.M. wrote that she was unable to 
buy a new rubber gasket for her pressure cooker. Mine is 
also an older model but recently when I needed a new gasket 
my husband took the old one to the hardware store. Even 
though the model numbers are now changed he was able to 
get one to fit. — VIRGINIA. 
D EAR PO LLY — My answer is tor Mrs. C M. who cannot 
find "a replacement for her rubber pressure cooker gasket. 
My wife had the same problem so what I did was to open a 
discarded tire inner tube. Measure the largest diameter of 
the gasket ledge on the rim of the pot with a ruler. Focus an 
ordinary school compass, with a red colored pen in the bold­ 
er, to exactly half this distance. Draw a circle on the Hat- 
tened tube. Next measure (he width ot the act uni gasket 
ledge (usually about 1/8-inch) and shorten the compass 
stroke by the amount of this measurement. Draw the inner 
circle. With sharp scissors carefully cut out the gasket and 
you will have a rubber one good for at least another year and 
maybe more. — HAYMOND. 
DEAR READERS — I have not done this since I do not 
use a pressure cooker but it sounds logical if one is very 
precise about the measurements (including the thickness) 
and is sure of a GOOD TIGHT FIT. - POLLY 
D EAR PO LLY — My Pointer concerns those roller type 
lint removers for which one can buy refills. My sewing area 
has red carpet and threads and ravelings stick to it so badly 
I had to hand pick them off. Girls, I thought ot using my 
roller lint remover for this mean little job. In no time the 
threads were all off and without my having to drag out the 
vacuum. I think this is too good to keep and want to share it 
with our sewing friends. - EMMA. 
D EAR PO LLY — I recently recovered a bedroom chair 
known as a cricket chair. When I started to replace the parts 
I had removed I hated to use the same old dusty burlap that 
had served as the foundation. I substituted plastic webbing 
such as used on outdoor furniture and it worked beautifully. 
We wrapped the end of the webbing around a small strip of 
cardboard two or three times before tacking it on in about 
three places. Not only is this nice and clean looking but it 
gives adequate support. Do hope this will help someone else 
with such a problem. — MRS. J.L.B.
